60,000 Cases of Liquor Taken 
By Bootleggers into New York 


HAMILTON, Bermuda.—Americans who buy liquor 


from bootleggers contributed indirectly $157,204.80 to the 
government of Bermuda in the form of an export tax of 
?2.40 on each case shipped from the island between April, 
1922, and Sept. 1, last. 


During this period rum runners have taken out of Ber- 


muda more than sixty thousand cases, as well as 41 barrels of 
liquor, all of which has found a market in New York and 
vicinity. This is a total of -more than 750,000 bottles which 
at an Average retail price fo §8 a bottle, would mean a return 
of $6,000,000 on cargoes that were bought here for about 
$1,000,000.

yield of 84 per cent of a normal 
yield looked for.

Conditions in the Western part

Friends of The League Must 


Face the Music 
(From the Nation) 


B 


Y the act of a tyrant the League of 
Nations has been brought to book. 


It -must now demonstrate that it h:vs 
courage and capacity or go to the wall. If 
it cannot deal with Mussolini it ought to 
be painlessly chloroformed. 
If it per- 


mits Italy, a signatory to the Covenant 
and a member of the League, to declare 
that , its 
unproved grievance against 


Greece is one affecting its national hon- 
or and that, therefore, it is not bound to 
let the League arbitrate, then is the 
Covenant but a scrap of paper. If it re- 
fuses to act vigorously on the just appeal 
of Greece, then will it stultify itself. And 
if for a moment it should entertian Mus- 
solini's reported proposal that the World 
Court 
should arbitrate the 
question 


whether the League of Nations is com- 
petent to deal with this situation, it 
would become a byword—no, the laugh- 
ing-stock of the world. A reference to 
the World Court is unthinkable. 


So this impudent swashbuckler has 


brought up with a round turn the Robert 
Cecils, the Smutses, the Nansens, and all 
the good and true Americans who have 
been insisting that a League of Nations 
conceived and constituted like this one 
was going to exercise its powers to paci- 
fy the world. Now they and their League 
must face the music. The procedure it 
ought to take is clearly specified and 
known to all men. The question is wheth- 
er it has the courage and the nerve to 
grapple with the man who has flouted it 
and-declares that his country will with- 
draw from the League if it does not take 
his point of view exactly. It has shown 
r.o courage whatever in dealing with the 
Poles at Vilna, the misgovernment in the 
Saar which is such direct violation of the 
Treaty of Versailles; it has pussyfooted 
as to the opium trade and above all it 
has been shamefully silent as to the 
monstrous wickedness of the Ruhr oc- 
cupation. No wonder Mussolini has felt 
that he can th-u-mb his nose at the Coun- 
cil in Geneva. He knows, and everybody 
else knows who looks beneath the sur- 
face, that the only reason the League has 
not acted as to the Ruhr is that it is too 
cowardly to'grapple with France. Some 
of its chief spokesmen say that in letters 
to and in private conversations with the 
editors of The Nation, and they beg that 
the League be given a little more time to 
get oil its feet before it is called upon to 


• l&cAie "t,-ne of the big fellows." Very 
well, he-re is r. hitler fellow who is begin- 
ning 10 shoot up Europe in the finest 
lu&iiper -.>:' :. drunken cowboy in a West- 
ern mini;:g-canip. How about his case?.

for the Ltag-uo to handle beca.use he is so 
vulnerable economically. ]f he is to have 
an economic boycott declared against 
him, as is provided in Article XVI of the 
Covenant, it should be very easy to re- 
duce him to terms, for Italy does not 
produce t. ton of coal, and since the Ruhr 
invasion took place has obtained practic- 
alyl all of its coal from England. And 
England is, after Greece, the very coun- 
try which is the most deeply aggrieved 
and affronted. 
Mussolini has, moreover, 


put Great Britain in a dreadful hole. It 
went to war over Belgium because of 
secret obligations, never made public and 
persistently lied about in the Commons, 
which bound it,-so its Edward Greys de- 
clared, to defend the violated neutrality 
of Belgium. Now here is a violation of 
an agreement of neutrality made as to 
Corfu by Great Britain, F'rancc, and 
Rust-ia in 1863 and publicly recorded 
since that time. 


Is the same country which rightfully j 


denounced Germany for its brutal viola- 1 
tion of its treaty with Belgium to sit by ' 
and let Mussolini have his way with Cor- 
fu? Then shall it once more not escape 
the charge that its"'statesmen are hypo- 
crites; that its spasms of virtue in for- 
eign affairs are invariably synchronous 
with pecuniary gain or the opportunity 
to destroy a trade rival. No, England 
must move now or confess the utter hol- 
lowness of her pretexts in 1914. 


We are aware, of course, that Musso-' 


lini has excellent precedents for his ex- 
cuse that this is not war but merely the 


seizing of a guaranty. Tttie aelf-righteous 
Woodrow Wilson gave him one when he' 
took and held Vera Cruz-, his'fleet 'mur- 
dering about 400 men, women and chil- 
dren as he did so. The English have given 
him plenty, notably when they seized a~ 
Venezuelan harbor to enforce the pay- 
ment of debts. But best of exemplars ia 
Poincare. Is that gentleman' not morale 
ly bound to -uphold Mussolini? Isn't he 
merely (holding the Ruhr as a guaranty 
of reparations for colossal wrongs ? Isn't 
he, too, certain that -hia invasion is not 
an act of war? The truth is that all the 
great nations are tarred with the same 
brush. They are hypocritical imperial 
ists and alt on the make at the dictation 
of their capitalist society.

tion to Hudson Strait and Bay, and from then 
till 1905 was captain of a sealer off the New- 
foundland coast. 


He got his master's ticket in 1905, and com- 


manded the Roosevelt from 1905 to 1909, tak- 
ing an active part in Peary's expedition and 
himself reaching- the 88th parallel of north 
latitude. 
In 1913-'14, as captain of the Kar- 


luk, sent out by the 
Canadian Government 


Arctic Expedition, he went through the ex- 
perience of having his ship crushed in the ice 
n«ar Wrangel. Island. 
With one Eskimo he 


crossed the ice to Siberia and brought back 
a rescuing party. 


He was commander of the Third Crocker 


Land Relief Expedition to North Greenland 
in 1917, and the same year was appointed Ma- 
rine Superintendent of the U. S. A. T. Service 
at New York. He has been awarded numer- 
ous gold and silver medals by the leading geo- 
graphical societies of the world, and is a life 
member of the Am'erican Museum of Natural 
History. 
He still considers Brigus, N. F., as 


his home.

Why insurance companies refuse to insure 


hard drinkers we learn from figures that Dr. 
Rogers sets forth. In one group of free, daily 
users of alcohol, numbering 11,323 lives, where 
374 deaths were expected, there were actually 
698 deaths, causing a loss to the insuring com- 
panie's of about ?650,00(X 
In another group 


of quite moderate users, numbering 30,700, the 
actual deaths totaled 1,725, as against an ex- 
pectation of 1,460 deaths. This excess cost the 
insuring companies a loss of approximately. 
$530,000. 


One of the most interesting studies of all 


those made by Dr. Rogers has to do with the 
death rate of those engaged in. the manufac- 
ture and sale of alcoholic beverages. Of these 
there were more than 60,000 persons. The ex- 
pected deaths were 3,179, whereas the actual 
number of deaths totaled 4,495—a mortality 
of 141 per cent. The financial loss from in- 
suring these 60,000 lives was somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $2,500,000. 


In conclusion, Dr. Rogers says: "The evi- 


dence before us is conclusive that the so-called 
Anstie's limit of 1% ounces, or three table- 
spoonfuls, of alcohol a day is far too liberal. 
Indeed, there appears to be no limit within 
which alcohol may be entirely harmless. 
It is 


as if there were a direct relation between the 
amount of alcohol used and the amount of 
damage done to the body. The evidence is 
strong also that the damage done persists a 
long time after its use has been discontinued. 
Anyone who uses alcohol now or who has used 
it in the 'past is a less desirable risk, other 
things being equal, than a total abstainer, and 
his undesirability is in proportion to the free- 
dom with which he has used the drug." 


A person who is an undesirable risk from 


the point of view of an insurance company is 
hardly a desirable risk from a business point 
of 
view. 
Employers want employes upon 


whom they can depend—not men who are go- 
ing to be laid up every little bit and who are 
going- to die untimely deaths. The stand that 
railways and other corporations have taken 
against liquor drinking seems, therefore, to be 
entirely justified. 


In some British companies it has long been 


the custom to insure applicants in two groups, 
separating the teetotalers 
from 
those who 


drink. 
According to the figures presented by 


Dr. Rogers, teetotalers in this country are 
carrying a burden th'at properly belongs to 
non-abstainers. 
Somebody had. to make up 


that ?2,BOO,000 lost 
by the 
companies insur- 


ing 
those 
60,000 
beverage 
makers 
and 


dealers. 
The teetotalers of course ..paid that 


loss. This is penalizing a man for being care- 
ful. 
The opposite course should be pursued 


and the careless man penalized by being re- 
quired to pay higher rates.

Says France Improves Finances 


Minister of Finance Says That Status of Country Is Steadily) Improving and 


Cites Decreases That Have Been Made. 


French Minister of Finance, M. de Lasteyrie, 


evidently does not share the general view that 
France is in a hopeless state financially, but 
he insists reparations are vitally essential. He 
declares that the 
financial 


situation of France had im- 
proved during the last year. 
He said: "We have still to 
get through a particularly 
difficult period of two years, 
but I am firmly convinced 
that we shall curry that ef- 
fort to a successful conclu- 
sion. 


"If

consider recent 


ever.ts, it 
is 
obvious that 


during the last four years 
France achieved c consid- 
erable task in putting her 
budgets in order and reducing her expenses, 
alarmingly inflated 
hy 
the 
war. 
We may, 


therefore, 
acknowledge 
without

optimism an ali-round betterment of the bud- 
get." 


As regards our external debt, for instance, 


we effected during 1922 a certain number of 
reimbursement 
ov sinking 
funds, 
refunding 


513,000,000 to the United States. 206,000,000 
pesetas to Spain, on the credits those latter 
nations opened during the war, and less im- 
portant payments to Switzerland, Japan and 
Argentina. 
We also refunded £13,550,000 to 


England, ;. e., 80,000,000 
gold 
francs, and 


made a very important agreement with the 
United Kingdom, as regards the loan granted 
to the Bank of France during the war. 


"On various loans amounting to £72,000,000 


—granted by the Bank of England a snm of 
£55,000,000, according to the 
Calais agree- 


ments, was stilled owed and was claimable be- 
tween the months of May and September of 
this year. 
The Bank 
of England, realizing 


that a .payment of this importance would be 
rather a strain upon the treasury, agreed that 
the payments which should have been made 
this year need only be discharged within a pe- 
riod of six years, from May to November, 1930. 


"As .regards our ordinary budget we have 


made-a notable abatement. in our expenses. 
In fact, these have decreased from 27,181 mil- 
lion francs in 1920 and'26,499 millions in 1921 
to 24,688 millions 1922 and 23,971 millions in 
1923. 
The decrease is still more remarkable 


if we consider that white reducing our expenses 
our public debt is still increasing. In 1913 th» 


arrears of the latter amounted to only 1,355 
millions, in 1920 to 11,747 millions, in 1922 to 
11,635 millions and in 1923 to 13,191 millions. 
Those arrears which in 1913 were of only 26 
per cent on our ordinary budget amount now 
to 52 per cent more than half of our budget 
resources, being thus absorbed by the needs of 
this debt." 


We have, however, effected important de- 


crsases on the total of our expenses, both civil 
and military. 
Our military expenses 
which 


amounted in 1920 to 7,648 millions, in 1921 to. 
6,312 millions, were reduced to 1,910. millions 
in 1922 and will certainly not exceed this total 
in 1923. 
Such abatements in these expenses 


are also the best proof of the moderation of 
our policy of national defense. 
Our civil ex- 


penses amounting in 1920 to 11,377 millions, 
were reduced this year to 6,502 millions. 


"As regards the collecting of taxes we have 


also to acknowledge a betterment of the sit- 
uation since 1920. In 1920 the taxes collected 
amounted to 14,948 millions, without reckon- 
ing the extraordinary contributions 
on war 


-benefits and liquidation of stocks. 
Our re-, 


ceipts in 1921 reached 16,635 millions and in 
1922 19,176 millions, and this year we hope to 
obtain a figure higher to the latter by two 
millions. This effort of the French taxpayers 
is all the more remarkable if w-e point out that 
such a result was obtained not by any modi- 
fication of French laws but by the development 
of our fiscal system. 


"The rise of exchange and cost of living, 


which in its consequence, is also one of the rea- 
sons of increased amount of .taxes collected, 
although this, however, is merely temporary, 
the depreciation of exchange to an unpreju- 
diced observer, is justified .neither by the 'eco- 
nomical or financial'.situation of our country. 
Also further proof might be found which is 
permanent and durable in the increasing eco- 
nomic activity, indisputable since last year. 
All .statistics of railways, savings banks .and., 
trade, show that with'the exception of one or 
two industries,.like metallurgy and ship build- 
ing, there is an obvious bettering of our com- 
'mercial situation.
